The Treasury Department is 
packaging mint sets in plastic en- 
velopes like proof sets. Each en- 
velope contains five coins plus a 
circular printed disk identifying 
the set as issued by the Treasur- 
er’s Office. 

Proof sets were packaged this 
way beginning in 1955. Previously 
each coin was in a separate plas- 
tic envelope. Five coins stapled 
together made a set. The present 
method of placing an entire set 
in a single container is far supe- 
rior. 

The Treasury Department is to 
be congratulated, not only for this 
better envelope, but also for sup- 
plying choicier specimens for 
the mint sets. In the past col- 
lectors complained _§ about 
scratches and bag marks from 
careless handling. 

Sets of 1959 coins from Denver 
and Philadelphia mints will be 
available until April 30 or until 
their supply is exhausted. Cost 
per set of ten coins: $2.40.

Altered Canadian Arnprior sil- 
ver dollars are showing up to 
foil ‘collectors. The variety is 
named after a city in Ontario 
province, Arnprior, where a small 
shipment of 1955 silver dollars 
were shipped. These particular 
coins had less than the three 
usual water marks in front of the 
canoe on the reverse.

However, Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News recently carried a 
photograph of an interesting dou- 
ble printing on a 1935 series $2 
bill. It was found by William 
Hartman of Emporium, Pa. 


The series date and signatures, 
both of which are printed at the 
same time during the second and 
last imprint operation, appear 
twice. One set of signatures and 
series date are slightly above and 
to the right of the normal posi- 
tion set.

“May I wish you the success 
that your abilities and equipment 
merit’’ wrote George W. Linn, 
founder-editor and publisher of 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, upon

The first weekly newspaper to 
be devoted entirely to coins and 
coin collecting, the Coin World 
will be published and_ edited 
by experienced newspaper people. 

Publishea by The Sidney Print- 
ing and Publishing Company of 
Sidney, Ohio, the weekly tabloid 
will be edited by a husband’ and 
wife team, D. Wayne and Shirley 
Johnson. 

Coin World will make its ap- 
pearance on April 2Ist, just in 
time to join the observance of Na- 
tional Coin Week, April 24 to 30. 

“We are endeavoring to provide 
in Coin World a publication which 
will have wide appeal to numis- 
matists,”’ said J. Oliver Amos, an 
official of the publishing firm.

They portray Lincoln more like 
a man with a black beard and a 
big nose rather than the handsome 
stately profile on the Lincoln cent. 

Ostendorf has been collecting 
pictures of Lincoln for twenty 
years. As an artist he had one 
purpose in mind: to find what Lin- 
coln really looked like. 


Honest Abe’s contrasting fea- 
tures were a puzzle to the artists 
of his time. Since photographers 
were still in the experimenting 
stage in the 1850's, 
phasis was placed on artists. 

Newspaper publishers and post- 
er printers hired caricaturists to 
sketch needed illustrations. It is 
said that artists, photographers 
and sculptors flocked to Spring- 
field, Ill., a century ago when the 
skinny lawyer was nominated for 
the presidency. 

For 50 years, these artists and 
ones like them, including Brenner, 
tended to glamorize_ Lincoln’s 
homely features, says Ostendorf. 

Today, since more genuine pho- 
tographs are known than at the 
turn of the century, we have a 
better idea of what Lincoln really 
looked like. 


Calling himself an inactive coin 
collector, Ostendorf has forsaken 
coins for his greater love, collect- 
ing Lincoln’ pictures. During 
World War II he formed a collec- 
tion of Lincoln cents but has 
acquired no other coins since.

He has, however, examined Lin- 
coln medals and_ engravings. 
‘Most Lincoln profiles,’ says Os- 
tendorf, commenting on the hun- 
dreds of medals struck with Lin- 
coln on them, ‘don’t look like 
him.” 

“The engraved portraits of Lin- 
coln on bank notes, however, are 
more faithfully engraved.” 


Ostendorf is art editor for the 
quarterly historical publication, 
“Lincoln Herald,’ published by 
the Lincoln Memorial University. 
His articles and drawings have ap- 
peared in many magazines — in- 
cluding ‘‘Hobbies’”” — for the five 
years he has been free lancing. 

In 1959, Ostendorf was elected 
as honorary commissioner of the 
National Lincoln Sesquicentennial 
Commission to serve in Washing- 
ton, D. -C. 

He is vice president of the Day- 
ton and Montgomery County His- 
torical Societies in his home state, 
Ohio. He is also president of the 
Civil War Round Table of Dayton. 
He resides at 225 Lookout drive in 
Dayton.
